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11-15 and group of claim 10. 

These two groups of inventions are common to each other in the soft capsule 
containing a non-water-soluble light excluding agent. However, the soft 
capsule containing a non-water-soluble light excluding agent is described 
in, for example, JP 5-15691 B2 and thus was publicly known prior to this 
application. Consequently, this feature cannot be a "special technical 
feature" within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2. 
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that the soft capsule produced by the process of claim 11 is considered 
as essentially corresponding to the photostabilized soft capsule of claim 
13) are "photostabilized soft capsule comprising a coating of 200 pin 
or less average thickness containing a non-water-soluble light excluding 
agent and a drug enclosed in the coating" . 

On the other hand, the "special technical features" of claim 10 
are "process for preparing a coating formation liquid". 

Therefore, there is no technical relationship, among the group of 
claims 1-9 and 11-15 and group of claim 10, involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features, and hence it cannot 
be recognized that these groups of inventions are so linked as to form 
a single general inventive concept. 
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
